Wording. ——For as it is worded, {I afk Pardon of the in- 
genious Gentlemen who drew it up) it would imply as if 
his Majefly's Service in gencral requit'd a Supply of 
Hemp. As this is an Infinuation to which I cannot a- 
gree, had I no other Reafon for my Diflent than the Me- 
rits of fome Gentlemen who fit at our Naval Boards, I 
hope the Honcurable Patnctpan Orricers anp Com- 
MisstoNERS Will give Orders to have the Advertifement 
revis'd, and more cautioufly worded ; by making it, at 
lealt, to run for the Servants of bh: Maje/ly: But as this 








Expreflion likewile, may be tr und too generaly and thought } the preseot Aw=-—=n, which has already out-fiript both 


liable to the fame Obje@tion as the prefent wording of the 
Advertifement, I could even with that a Committee 
were appointed, and oblig'd to take upon them the diffi- 
cult Tafk of fpecifying particulasly thofe Branches of his 
Majelty’s Service, which do not, at this Time, require 
Hemp. If Gentlemen would give themfelves the Trou- 
ble of entering upon fo laborious an Enguiry, I dare fay 
they would receive the Thanks of all good Eng/i/+men, 
who are, at prefent, entirely in the Dark on that Head. 

But whatever the Sagacity of Gentlemen may direct 
them to in this Refpeét, I am perfuaded, in all Events, 
it will be attended with the beft Effeéts as to our foreign 
Interefts. For not to mention that Spain and France too 
muft have been ruin’d by this time, had Hemp been {ca- 
fonably apply’d to fome Officers, both in the N—y and 
C—b—t; we are to confider the vait Influence, which 
fo great a Confumption of Hemp as his Majefly’s Service 
muft reguire, may have in determining in our Favour the 
Courts of Rufia and Saeden, the two Countries which 
furnifh this precious Commodity. Her Prufian Maijetty 
in particular, is remarkable for the Zeal fhe has ever 
fhewn for the Commerce of her Subjeéts, the Confump- 
tion of their Commodities, and the Extenfion of their 
Manufactures. It is therefore highly worthy Gentlemen’s 
Confideration, whether it would not. be our Intereft to 
grant the Subjects of that Princefs an exclufive Privilege 
of importing Heme for the Execution of bis Maje/ly's 
Service. It may indeed be objeéted, that as Manufac- 
tures are only in their Infancy in that Country, ‘tis poffi- 
ble Rufia alone may not be able to anfwer fo great a 
Demand as his Majefy's Service will require, if ex s- 
CUTED impartially and effe&ually, and fo as to an{wer 
the Wifhes of the People, and the Purpofes of O—d 
E—d. But tothis I anfwer, that tho’ it muft be ad- 
mitted, that fuch an Execution would require an a- 
mazing Quantity of Hemp, yet the Court of Stockholm 
is now upon fo good Terms with that of Mo/cow, that 
I dare fay the Sqwedes would be extremely glad to furnith 
all the Deficiency of Hemp which bis Majefy’s Service 
might require. That the Savedif> Nation would readily 
agree to fuch a Supply is, I think, pretty evident, not 
only from the great Advantage it would be of to their 
Trade, but from a Principle of Gratitude to the Ger—z'd 
Part of his Majefty’s Servants, for the great Concern they 
have all along fhewn for B——n and V-—zn, two Acqui- 

tions for which the apparent Heirs to both thofe Crowns 
have the greateft Regard. 


I fhould not have mention’d this Propofal, were it not 
evident that the Friendfhip of the Courts of Rufia and 
Saveden are of fo great Confequence to us at this critical 
Junéture, that we ought to gratify them not only with 
this, but with greater Advantages, For Inftance, thould 
the Princes of the Houfe of Holfein, in.Zeal for the Good 
of the People, then hope one Day to govern, prompt 
them to infiit even upon manufacturing their Hemp into 
Halters, and fo importing it, I think we ought to agree 
to it; efpecially, as we may truft that Houfe with. the 
ExecuTion of any Part of his Majcity’s Service. 

I hope this Scheme will meet with no Objection from

may farther appeal to the printed Prices of Grain, &'e. 
at Bear Key; where, amongtft all the different Seeds, we 
find no mention at all made of Hemr Seen, as if fo ule- 
ful a Production were now a Stranger to the Byiri% Soil, 
After taking the Liberty of making thofe Propofals, I 
muft beg Leave to offer one or two more to the Confi- 
deration of the Public :, And firlt, whether it would not 
be highly proper that Mr. ‘Yoba Kerch thould be invited to 
a Conference with the Chief of our pre‘ent M——rs, in 
order to confult about the molt prop-r Patterns for conve- 
nient Halters, and the Species of tigmp moit fitting /or 
the due Execution of bis Majejly's Service. It may indeed 
be doubted whether Mr. Kereb will care to be /een in sud 
Company; but by what I have heard of his public Spirit, 
I am cenvine'd he would fubmit, if poflible, even to greater 
Difgrace for the Good of his Country.

Nothing material has happened here fince the 24th 
of November lait, when the Ship Lady Elizabeth was 
difpatched by Sir Chaloner Ogle, on purpofe, to Eng- 
gland, with an Account of the Hurricane; on board of 
which went Capt. Cotton Dent, who had the Misfortune 
to lofe his Mayjefty’s Bomb Ketch the Thunder in that 
Hurricane 

The eipseteiey. William Clark, Commander, laden 
with Naval Stores; and the Ship Bofton, George Calcott, 
Commander, laden with Provifions, who failed from 
Spithead under Convoy of Vice-Admiral Davers the 18th 
of November laft, are arrived here. 

Capt. Clarke, in the Drake Sloop, returned to this Port 
the 22d paft, and has brought ina large French Ship of 
12 Carriage Guns, and 24 Men, laden with Sugar, Cocoa, 
and Indigo, which he took near Corodon, who came 
fram St. Martin's bound to Bourdeaux. 


The King of Spain has lately declared the Prince de 
Beauveau, eldeft Som to Prince Craon, Grandee of Spain 
of the firit Clas ; which occafions fome Speculation. 

They write from Breflau, that the Pruffian Army was 
to aflemble by the 15th Inftant in the Neighbourhood of 
Neifs, where his Pruffian Majefty has fixed his Head Quar- 
ters; and that it was believed he would begin the Cam- 
paign by making an Irruption into Moravia. 

According to Letters from Franckfort, the Army under 
the Command of M. Mailebois confifted of 48,000 Men ; 
and the Detachment made from thence, for a fecret Ex- 
peditian, of 6500 Horfe, Dragoons, and Grenadiers. 

His Majeity has been pleafed to appoint the Right Hon. 
John Earl of Dunmore to be General of Foot.

The fame Day Mr. Jackfon, an eminent Woollen-

They write from Turin, that they had received Ad- 
vice that two Spanifh ‘Tranfports, with 600 Recruits on 
board had fallen intothe Hands of fome Britifh Ships that 
were cruizing in the Neighbourhood of Loano. 

Letters from Berlin fay, that the Count de Schmettau 
had writen to his Pruffian Majefty for Leave to quit 
Brandenboury, in order tacome to that City ; which was 
refus’d lium.
